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INTEREST 

JJiINANCIERS and laymen differ or the question of 
interest, and the point at which interest becomes 
usury. There are so many angles tied up in the busi¬ 
ness of loaning.and borrowing lhat it is easy to realize 
the differing viewpoints. There is always risk involved 
in loaning. That risk is worth compensation. There is 
the borrower’s need, and his own hope of profit when 


he seeks a loan. There is the fluctuating value of prop¬ 
erty or chattels which may be security for thrf loan. 
This month for the first time in thirty-seven years High 
River is completely out of debt. During the years since 
incorporation the town has had a total debenture debt 
of $212,000. The total interest paid on all borrowings 
has been 4183,0.'.19. The heaviest obligation which the 
town incurred was the $100,000 debenture debt in 1913 
for the installation of waterworks and sewage. This 
was a thirty year issue and during the years the inter- • 
est paid on that $100,000 has been $126,000. More than 
that, the debentures were sold in a period of dull times 
so that about $7000 was lost on the sale and the town 
actually had only about $93,000 to work with. Yet in¬ 
terest rates have not run . over seven per cent on bor¬ 
rowings. The fact that the town never once defaulted 
in its due payment, seems to have some bearing in the 
matter of risk involved, but after all we needed that 
money in 1913. We were glad to accept the debenture 
terms in order to get action at the time. Perhaps if the 
ratepayers had been warned that, over the years, they 
would pay more than the debenture value in interest, 
they might have called the whole thing off. But we 
have had the benefit of the services for thirty years, 
and the debt has now been paid without creating an un¬ 
endurable burden in the paying. Was the borrowing 
worthwhile? Most people would probably say it was, 
even in the face of the heavy cost. 

It would be interesting to hear the whole ques¬ 
tion of interest, as applied to our own town, debated.

WHO GETS INSURANCE PROFITS? 


CANADIAN people are firm believers in life insur¬ 
ance, and the habit has passed on from generation 
to generation. Satisfaction with this form of saving 
for the future, and confidence in the administration, has 
grown through the years. Ths confidence has been best 
demonstrated by the steady growth of the insurance 
business. It is now the custom for young people, on 
reaching wage-earning age, to take out insurance poli¬ 
cies. Long experience has proved what a godsend such 
investment may be in any crisis. 

Under prevailing safeguards and supervision the pub¬ 
lic is well protected, and it is very doubtful if the C.C.F. 
is performing a useful public service in attacking the 
life insurance setup, and claiming that huge profits are 
being made. 

The Financial Post deals with this matter in an ex¬ 
planatory article in which it says: 

“What about the profits of life insurance companies? 
Who gets them ? Here is the situation in Canada. 

“In mutual companies, holders of participating insur¬ 
ance get all the profits in the form of dividends. 

“With non-participating policies in mutual companies, 
the profits go to—and the risks of loss are borne by— 
all the participating policyholders. 

“Buyers of participating insurance in stock compan¬ 
ies get back most of the profits. An Act of Parliament 
provides that they must get at least 90% of the profits. 


Because of increasing financial strength of the compan- 
—ies since that act was passed, because of decreased op¬ 
erating costs and because of sharp competition for 
business between the companies, most holders of such 
policies are getting back substantially-more. The an¬ 
nual reports of the Dominion Superintendent of Insur¬ 
ance show that for a typical 10-year period. 1925-34, 
policyholders received in the aggregate 95.6% gof the 
profits instead ol. the minimum of 90% provided by 
the Act. "*■ ’*?'■> 

“In the fourth category, non-participhting policies in 
stock companies, the company. shareholders generally 
gey the profit or bear the loss. 

"More than 80% of life insurance in Canada has been 
written on a participating basis in which insurance 
holders get all or most of the company profits. 

“Obviously, the life insurance buyer is simply a par¬ 
ticipant in a great co-operative enterprise for mutual 
protection. On one of four general types of life policy, 
the organizers of insurance companies, the men who 
risked the money to make these institutions of national 
well-being possible, exclusively participate in returns 
from their enterprise. In the other three categories of 
policy, representing the great bulk of the business, it is 
the insured public of Canada and other countries in 
which Canadian companies do business who get all or 
most of the profits.”

District protests and sugges¬ 
tions not regarded in new set-up 
operative shortly 

Announcement has been made from 
the department of Municipal Affairs 
that thirteen new large municipal dis¬ 
tricts are to be sc-t up at the begin¬ 
ning of the new year. The total num- 
Ler of large units in Alberta is now 40 
taking the place of 150 former muni¬ 
cipal districts. 

Included in the new formations is 
High wood No. 159, embracing Riley 
and Sheep Creek in one municipal un- 
it. j 

This departmental decision seta 
aside the request of Riley that their 
amalgamation be made with L.I.D. 16 
rather than with Sheep Creek, and 
that in the event of any enlargement, 
the name “Riley” be retained because 
of its special significance. The protest 
meeting of Sheep Creek ratepayers 
was also ignored, together with the 
proposal that before any change be 
fn&de, a vote should be taken. 

The new municipal ynit is divided 
into five electoral divisions, each of 
which will be represented by a coun¬ 
cillor. Roughly the area included with 
extend from DeWinton on the north 
to 2 miles south of Nanton on the 
south. The old Sheep Creek eastern 
boundary is about 6 miles east of the 
C.P.R., and the old eastern boundary 
of Riley extends 12 miles east of the 
C.P.R. To' the west the boundary is 
approximately 12 miles west of the C. 
P.R. from .the north-west corner to a 
point west of Connemara where the 
boundary is only about 6 miles west. 
Approximately 20 townships are in¬ 
cluded in the new setup. 

In due course the returning officer 
will advertise the time and place for 
receiving nominations. Each person 
nominated must bo a resident of the 
division for which he is nominated and 
be otherwise nullified. The two per-

ot the division. 

The returning officer will divide the 
entire municinal district into polling 
divisions, the boundaries of which will 
b r advertised. A polling division 
might overlap into two or more elect¬ 
oral divisions, but as far as possible 
the polling divisions now beng used in 
each included municipal district will 
be the polling divisions for this elec¬ 
tion. 

. The voters' list will be compiled by 
polling divisions and the voter will be 
required to vote only in the polling di¬ 


vision in which he is qualified to vot^ 
The voter may vote for one candi¬ 
date only for each electoral division. 
He may refrain from voting for any 
candidate at all in any electoral divis¬ 
ion or divisions. If he votes fear more 
than one candidate in any division, or ' 
otherwise defaces his ballot, his en¬ 
tire ballot is' spoiled. 

As pointed out in the protest pre¬ 
sented by Sheep Creek, both Riley 
and Sheep Creek have been operating 
to the satisfaction of the vast major¬ 
ity of ratepayers, and it is doubtful if 
any appreciable benefit can be real¬ 
ized. The enlargement of the district 
will cause inconvenience to a large 
number of ratepayers, and a heavy 
burden of responsibility for supervis¬ 
ion of roadwork is - placed on each 
councillor, whose area is practically, 
doubled. ,

Canol Project 
Under Criticism 

In the fire of criticism being launch- 
against President Roosevelt and his 
administration for the Northwest 
Canol project, the president stated 
that he approved the development 
scheme or anything that would bring 
oil supplies to the Alaska area when 
it appeared there might be military 
action in the north. . 

Defenders said there was no claim 
that it would be a good peace time 
economic venture any more than the 
making of bombs. 

One criticism was the huge cost, and 
another, that it left Canada with alt 
rights to the oil development. Lt. Gen. 
Somerville, champion of the scheme 
said: “If it was a crime to uncover a 
potential oil source of 100 million bar¬ 
rels and possibly more then we are 
guilty of that crime'. 

"Canada is our ally,” he said. “She 
wants oil for her army and navy as 
much as we want oil for ours. Our 
representatives arc always received 
•by Canada Vith the respect due an 
ally and a great nation. 

“I for one am not going to suspect 
Canada of any Shylooking tactics.”

It is no hardship to the railway 
brotherhoods to have the railways 
taken over by the U.3. government, 
especially when it is accompanied by 
wage increases totalling 81 million 
dollars annually. They were taken 
over once before (in the other war) 
and McAdoo and other awards made 
.t very profitable for the workers. 
Their bargaining power with gov¬ 
ernments is far greater than with 
private corporations because it in¬ 
cludes not only the threat of strike 
but'promise of reward, in the shape 
of a solid block of votes. In Canada 
the C.C.F. favors taking over control 
of many larger industries and many 
labor unions support it for a reason 
not unconnected with the greater 
bargaining power it gives them. 

The President, like our own Prime 
Minister, is learning that ingrati¬ 
tude is the unfailing reward of being 
too indulgent toward certain labor 
organizations. By making conces¬ 
sions he has encouiaged thepi to 
ask for more and has encouraged 
others to attempt the same “lay.” If 
he appoints a Board to deal with the 
questions, he allows the aggressor 
to gain access to him over the 
Board’s head or under its feet. In 
Canada, our Premier took a stand 
against his own Minister of Labor 
and accepted the minority report of 
an arbitration board. To this easy ac- 
qujesence ,may be attributed the 
many strikes and threats of strikes 
in North America in war time. And 
the end is not yet.,

A Congress of Labor leader de¬ 
fending the unionization of firemen 
and police in Montreal jgpid the for¬ 
mation of a union did not mean a 
strike, that as a matter of fact labor 
leaders were against it. But the 
strike'took place just the same and 
it won in a city so badly managed 
that it had to be taken over by the 
Quebec government. Inherent in a 
union is the right and power to 
strike—a proper right and power 
where the employer is an individual 
or corporation operating with profit 
motive, but utterly indefensible 
where the employer is a governpient 
operating under no such motive. In 
such case a strike should be statu¬ 
torily classified as mutiny.

North America 
One Farm Problem 

Dr. R. W. Miller, rural affairs con¬ 
sultant of Washington, spoke in Mon¬ 
treal recently on the future of farm 
people and the towns dependent on 
the farm. The occasion was an inter¬ 
national conference of business men. 
He said:- 

“The United States and Canada will 
face similar postwar rural problems. 
Because each nation is part of North 
America, and as this is an interna¬ 
tional conference, the term ‘Rural 
America,’ as used in this discussion, 
applies to both countries. 

“Rural America has suffered from 
the impact of the present war in far 
greater proportion than the metro¬ 
politan areas of the nation. , 

“Country schools are suffering 
from the dislocation of population. 

“Rural churches, facing an appal¬ 
ling loss of "Communicants, are strug¬ 
gling tc keep open but thousands are 
closed already. 

“Rural educational problems are not 
alone pertinent to their local areas 
but are of national concern. 

“Rural sociologists estimate that in 
fifty years. eighty percent or four- 
fifths of the people living in the cities 
will be direct descendants of the peo¬ 
ple on the farms today—those who 
are now, living in the cities are not 
reproducing themselves. 

“When rural inhabitants do not and 
cannot have the material niceties of a 
twentieth oentury civilization; when 
their children are not provided with 
good educational facilities, then their 
historic policy of tenure changes, mi¬ 
gration begins. Wc are in the midst 
of one of the most epochal population 
movements that has ever been a part 
of North America life.” 

“Business, in planning its part in 
the post-war rural program, must re¬ 
cognize that: 

1. People in the countryside must 
live a richer and fuller life, or those 
who have left 'will not return, and 
many of those now there will leave. 

2. Marketing and procurement co¬ 
operatives will increase. 

3. Many special types of supplies 
and machinery for none-agricultural 
use will be needed. 

4. Rural homes and enterprises will 
largely become electrified. 

5. New industrial enterprises will 
follow the transmission lines. 

6. The war development of air, 
truck and rail transportation will 
make it possible to move fresh sup¬ 
plies from, and durable goods to, rur¬ 
al communities, as never before. 

7. Vocational education, based upon 
new techniques developed in the war, 
will be a part of rural curricula.
